The statement came from Sen- 
ator Norris of Nebraska, and its

tention on other recent disagree- 
ments by the indeps»ndents

new deal policies and acts. 


The sineM'y Nchraskan, who left

Roosevelt's candidacy in 1032 a« 
he did In 1928 to aid Alfrod K. 
Smith against 
Herbert 
Hoover, 
made his dsclarutlon 
during

speech for Ma world court rener- 
vation. The president publicly ha« 
turned thumbs down

court proposal. 


KtHfeinent that

Under the first proposal, new 
models would be brought out ear­ 
lier in the fall than currently Is 
the practice, although there is no 
disposition on the part of motor­ 
car makers to revive the old cus­ 
tom of turning to new car output 
in mid-summer. 
Staggered pres­ 
entation of new cars is a thought 
originating with General Motors 
corporation and has as its basis 
the theory that by breaking away 
from the present plan of bringing 
all models out at one period, buy­ 
ing habits can be changed auto­ 
matically. 


I>ook Farther .Ahead 


The third proposal would use 
up slack time by putting men at 
work building up supplies of unit 
parts. 
This, of course, is pre­ 
dicated on the theory the 
indus­ 
try may reasonably look farther 
ahead than has been possible dur­ 
ing the years of downward trends 
in automobile purchasing. 


For many years new motorcars 
were brought out in late June and 
July, which the Industry had come 
to regard as a normally slack sea­ 
son. The shift to the year-end as 
the time for introducing new cars 
followed shortly upon the with­ 
drawal of much buying power In 
1930. it was reasoned by the man­ 
ufacturers that the 
production

There was also a 
consideration in the fact— or fan­

driving season was at its height. 


In a general way producers be­ 
lieve the shift of new car produc­ 
tion work to the year end season 
accomplished considerable 
good 
for the industry, but they believe, 
too. that in some respects it has 
served only to shift the low period 
of employment to another season 
of the year. 


September Too Early 


Two years ago some talk was 
heard about advancing the new 
model presentation period by 
a 
couple of months, getting 
some 
plants into new car production as 
early ns September 1. 
Under the 
pressure of a sustained retail de­ 
mand late in the summer, how­ 
ever, few of the manufacturers 
cared to suspend operations while 
equipment for the newer 
typc.-i 
was installed. Having experienced 
a steadily declining market for 
three years the upturn 
was

much needed measure of financial 
comfort and there was the fact, 
too, of extremely sharp competi­ 
tion in all classes.

SEEK EXEMPTIONS 


SENATOR Felix II. Flynn lias 
introduced 
an 
administration 
measure in the legislature seeking 
the exemption of articles used for 
agricultural production from the 
state’s three per cent retail sales 
fax. 
It is estimated 
that 
the 
abtlition of this source of income 
would reduce sales tax receipts by 
about $1,200,000 annually. 


The fight for exemption 
has 
been waged vigorously 
by 
the 
Michigan farmers, under the lead­ 
ership 
of 
the 
Farm 
Bureau, 
Grange and other organizations, 
since the sales tax was enacted in­ 
fo law. 
The first 
victory 
was 
scored by the agriculturists when 
a ruling was handed down in the 
Ingham county circuit court 
to 
the effect that the taxing of goods 
used by farmers in producing oth­ 
er articles on the farm is uncon­ 
stitutional. 
An appeal of 
the 
tax case was instituted 
by 
the 
Htate board of tax administration, 
of which Jam«« E, Mogan is the 
managing director. 


Tn his message to the legisla­ 
ture, <*ov. Fitzgerald advocated 
th© elimination of the tax on food 
and necessities, but no measure 
providing for this revision of the 
law has yet appeared in the legis­ 
lature. 
Mr. Mogan estimates that, 
Huch an exemption would cut the 
sales tax revenues by about $10,- 
f.00,000 annually. 


Some doubt has been expressed 
in legal circles that it would be 
possible to exempt the retail sales 
tax on foods and necessities and 
still preserve the validity of the 
act. 
It ift argued that it is un­ 
constitutional to restrict the sales 
tax to only a certain portion of 
consumer goods sold 
at 
retail. 
Sometime ago, the Illinois courts 
declared that state’s sales 
tax 
invalid because of this type

There is no mystic incantation, 
unfortunately, to insure a perfect 
meringue. 
The meringue may and 
should look as if a puif of wind 
would blow It away—but you make 
it look that way by main force and 
elbow grease. 


In order that the action of air 
on th e egg whites may bo com­ 
plete, they must be beaten with a 
whisk. 
A dover beater or a churn 
< annot whip the amount of air into 
the whites necessary to make a 
perfect meringue. 


Eggs from three to five days old 
i»re best. 
Keep this in mind when 
you make an angel food cake. Some 
housewives, in their zeal for fresh 
f'ggs, defeat their own ends for a 
<lay old egg does not beat up as 
f^tiff as one three days old. 


Great care must be taken in sep- 
»rating the white from tho yolk. 
Even a tiny bit of yolk prevents 
the white from beating well.

ON RELIEF BILL 


Delegation of Power to 


President Opposed 


In Senate 


BY CECIL B. DICKSON 


(Associated Press Staff Writer) 
Washington, Jan. 25 (/P) — The 


Roosevelt administration today was 
confronted by growing opposition 
in the senate to its projected dele- 
gation of power to the president In 
handling the 
$4,880,000,000 work 


and relief bill. 


Thus far, however, most of the 


Democrats who plan to curtail the 
wide authority that would bo given 
the chief executive are withholding 
their fire from the public. 


They want to find out what the 


appropriations committee does to 
the measure next week after hear- 
ing Secretary lokes and Relief Ad- 
ministrator Hopkins explain what 
they have done with billions al- 
ready given for relief ami public- 
works. 


Real Test Conceded 


Neither testified before the house 


appropriations committee at 
its 


hearings, and Speaker Byrns as- 
sured revolting representatives that 
neither would have a hand in han- 
'dling tho big fund. Many senators 
are known to be determined that 
Ickes, who handled the ?3,300,000,- 
000 public works fund, shall not 
play any major role in the new 
work relief agency. They hope to 
put through an amendment requir- 
ing that whoever the president des- 
ignates to handle the fund must be 
confirmed by the senate.
